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The Water Boundary. 

The book writtoa by Lord Milton, 
entitled ' Ttie History of tho San Juan 
Water Boundary Question,' has already 
been noticed in our columns. We aro 
glad to see that it has attracted oon» 
eiderable attention at homo, It ia not 
long Bince a competent authority in 
England declared that there were not 
more than four mon in tho wholo 
British Parliament, who really know 
where the Bay of Fundy iB I Although 
we should experience aome difficulty in 
ascribing to that illustrious body otmon 
suoh a marvelous degroo of ignorance re- 
garding the geography of the Colonial 
Empiro of Great Britain, yot it must be 
admitted that whenever Colonial affairs 
happen to come under debate in that au- 
guat assemblage au amazing dogreo of 
unfamiliarity with the subject seldom fails 
to crop out. And if such ignoranco upon 
Colonial affairs pervades Parliament 
how ia it likely to bo with the musses ? 
Wo daresay our English contemporary 
of the Canadian News is cot far wrong 
when ho says. 

"It is quite probable tbat very few of oor 
EnglUh readen have beard littlo more or ilie 
San Juan question than that it is one of those 
outstanding diplomatic difficulties which have 
so long existed between (?reat Britain and the 
United States— the merits of which no Eng- 
liibman outsido of the ombassy at. Washington 
or some special department of our Foreign.- 
office can affeot to understand, much less to 
solve ; and being of no material importance 
is oertain sooner or lator to bo settled byj a 
specious, but really ono-sided compromise, in 
which the hesitation and easy indifference of 
our own representatives is to be vividly cons 
trailed with the determined, encroaching, and 
not always very scrupulous attitude of Trans-, 
atlantio diplomatists." 

Unquestionably the history of oar di- 
plomatic relatives fully justifies this 
conclusion. In every insianoe where 
the dispute has been one of territorial 
boundary this has been strikingly veri- 
fied. Look we to the Atlantic, we find 
that territory now constituting the 
State of Mainelost to the British (Jrowu 
through the stupidity ol a weak and nn- 
appreciativo Coromissioaer. In tbat iu- 
■ tanco the loss is less when viewed in 
the light of tho intrinsic value of the 
territory than from the consideration 
that it deprives the Dominion of a most 
valuable frontage on the sea and of the 
magnificent winter harbour of 
Portland. Pneaing to the middle, of the 
continent, British interests have 
•carcely fared better. By the most 
eulpable weakness and want of foresight 
the Dominion has been robbed of its 
natural pathway across tho western 
plains by being crowded back upon the 
rough and broken country lying between 
Lakes Superior and Winnepeg. Com- 
ing over to the western rim of the Comi 
nent, how do matters stand in 'this re- 
spect ? Alas I the worst of all is hero. 
Half of Oregon and the whole of Wash- 
ington Territory by every consideration 
of fairoees and right belonged to thu 
British Crown ; and would belong to it 
now bad it notbeon for the diplomatic 
atrocities of limp and stupid Commiss- 
ionere. Tho full import of this sacrifice 
who can estimate? Two of the most 
valuable States of all the thirtyseven 
cast away from us 1 The Columbia — 
'The Achilles of rivers,' as it has been 
called— lost to u<; Puget riound— ' The 
Mediterranean of the Paoifie' — with 
ail its its magnificent sea and forest 
wealth, with its fertilo valleys, and 
snow-capped mountains — all lost! Bri- 
tish America has been sandwiched on 
the Pacific ; it has lost tLa con- 
trol of those magnificent inland 
seas on wbioh will yet bo centred tho 
commerce cf the world, and is now 
found weakly parloying about tho pos- 
session of an Island which, thoagh in- 
significant in itself, may bo said, in the 
bands of othors, to disputo our passage, 
British diplomacy in this rospoet bus 
only one more act remaining to be per. 
formed in order to fill tho cup of iu 
culpablo, treasonable, iniquitous folly ; 
and that is the surrender of San Juan 
Island. That done, Great Britain might 
well abandon nil pretensions to ompiru 
in the West. That crowning aotol por- 
fidy accomplished, sho might well ho 
supposed to withdraw from the Conti- 
nent. Vancouver Islaudjhas, in its rela- 
tions to these waters, teen described us 
* The stroug man armed, keeping the 
door.' But U Bhould bo rememberod 
that there is a context to that : • But 
whon a Btronger than ho Hball cotno 
upon him, and ovorcorao him, he takotli 
from him all his armour Whoroin he 
trusted, aud dividoth his spoils.' Such, 
we fear, may bo tho position of Uncle 
Sam in possession of San Juan Island. 
BxprOBiing his fours as to the ro»ult of 
conditions portroyod in tho above ex- 
tract, out' London contemporary con- 
tinues : — 

"This is, we are afraid, very likely to bo the 
.ltimate resalt ; if so, it will be an act of the 
weakest and most imbecile policy as regards 
Imperial duties aud interests, as also of grossly 
eulpablo negligence and a highly criminal 
saorifico of the future interests, the well-being 
and evon the integrity of British Amerca. The 
vast tract of territory Btretchlng from the 
Dominion of Canada on the Atlantic to Uritisu 
Columbia on the Pacific, isolated aud unpopu- 
lated as it is at present, is nevertheless rich in 
all material resources. It enjoys a position 
not only in relation to British interests on tho 
one hand and tbo United States on tho otbor, 
but also as affects the course of European 
commerce with India, China, and Japan, of tbo 
highest importance to tho future standing of 
Kngland in its rivalry with tho American Uo> 
public It iB tho imperative duty and policy of 
<7reat Britain to maintain her right over those 
important territories, and to devolopo them as 
» counterpoise against the groat American 



democracy, not only in her own interests, but 
in those of every nation of tho world, which 
even now is aghast at tho rapid progress 
which tho American Union is so likoly to 
make in a generation or two hence, animated 
by all tho incnntrollable impulses and passions 
of an extreme but nll-poworful democracy. 
Groat Britain, holding Imperial rights over this 
vast oxtent of territory, has also Imperial 
duties to discharge, and upon every ground of 
duty and policy ought to regard herself as a 
trustoo for the future prosperity of those iui, 
portant provinces of her empire." 

These words indicate, thanks to Lord 
Milton, sorao degree of awakening in the 
English mind to a realization of the 
importance and destiny of British North 
America, as w-jll as a raoro lively ap- 
prehension of tho bearing of tho San 
Juan Question, Yot wo most confess 
that, in ao far ua this particular question 
is concerned, we are disposed to look 
more hopefullj to Ottawa than to Lon- 
don ; aud the best guarantee for tho 
safety of British interests would bo found 
in Canadian intervention. At any rute, 
it la tho duty ot Canadian Scatusmen to 
watch carefully i hoprotfoss of any no«o> 
nations that may bo going on, and 
stand by ready to avert natioual disaster 
by strengthening invertebrate Com- 
missioners. 



How the French Ministry was De- 
posed. 

Tbo Tribune's correspondent in Paris 
gives tho following report ol the scene in tbo 
French Chambers on Tuesday; 

No description can do jusiioe to the cob 
fusion oLd scandalous tumult in tbo CorpB 
Lflgislatif. It was known in advance by 
tiiumbers that orders had come from Metz to 
turn out Ollivier, the Emperor seeking to 
propitiate Paris by sacrificing ihe most un- 
popular and loast responsible of bis advisers 
Oilivier himself had not the least suspicion 
of his fate. 

Personal conflicts with Ministers were not 
confined to ihe Loft- CnsBacoac 's threat to 
shoot the Deputies of the Lett was the sigual 
for a general outbreak. Tbero is no attempt 
to deny his words ; tbay appear in the official 
report in this moderated lorm: ' If I sat on 
tbe benches o! tho Government you should 
ail be hauded over this evening to a court 
nwnial.' This official report adds that Julio 
riimoo, advancing into the middle of the 
nail, exclaimed : ' If you wish to shoot us 
we are ready.' At the same moment Estan- 
colin, a well-known Orleanist, Ferry and 
other Deputies sprang down to the cadre- A 
pointed sneer from Gramont brought him 
into collision with Kstarjoolin. Valdrome 
interfered. For some momenta there was a 
general melee. 

David pleaded to postpone discussions and 
support the army which had yielded only to 
numbers. ' Prussia was ready, wa were not, 1 
Keratry interrupts, ' it was the Minister of 
War who told is everything was proparod.' 
Ferry added — * You showed oourogc nod en- 
ergy, but it was against tbo people of Paris.' 
Ollivisr— ' Time is precious, don't squander 
it I beseech youl' Gamier Pages — 'Away 
with you I' 

Keratry followed with a proposal for ab- 
dication, saying—' VVhen Napoleon I, waB 
defeated France took upon herself the direo- 
tioo ol affairs. The confidence, ol tbe peo- 
ple was withdrawn from the Chiel of State. 
Now Napoleon III. has proved tbat he knows 
not how to lead oar armies to victory. Lot 
him give plaoa to us !' lie was called vio- 
lently to order and the discussion was olosed 
ufter two hours' intermission, 

Latour- Dumoutiu's motion of tbe Left 
Centre of wunt of confidence in the Cabinet 
was rejected, the Righ> being determined 
that tbe futul blow to Ollivier should come 
Prom no other than their bands, obeying the 
the Emporor's will. The motion ol Duver- 
nois followed immediately upon tbe rejection 
of that of Latour-Durnouliu, from wniob it 
did not differ in moatiiog. lis words were 
— 1 The Chamber, determined to sustain a 
Cobiuot capable of providing for the defence 
of tho country, pusses to tbe order of the 
day.'

The Close of the Battle of Gravelotte. 



The Tribune's correspondent with tho 
Prussian forces at Graralotto, says; 

'It was not far Irom cine o'ofock whan thu 
ground was yielded fionlly on the north, »ud 
the last shots fired wero heard. The King's 
loce, as be stood gazing on tbe battle-field, 
had something almost plaintive in it. He 
hardly said a viotd, but I ooticed his atten- 
tion wuh divided between tho exciting scones 
in tbo distance and tbe dismal scene nearer 
bis (net. They were j'st beginning what 
must yet bu a long task ; to bury the French 
wno fill in Tuesday's battle. On tbum ho 
gazed silently aud 1 thought sadly. Bismarck 
could uo; cuneoal his excitement, and had it 
not btenfortbe King the Count would clear- 
ly have gone) forward whora the fight was. 
Ilia towenny form was a little in advonoe ol 
tho rest; when the French complately gave 
up thoir hold upon the road to GroTelotts, 
ihn horsos of tho headquarters wore hastily 
sailed, und tho eutiru party mounting, with 
tbe King at their head, dashed down to & 
point not vory lor from the village. Then 
shouts and cheers oro«o, and followed thorn 
wherever they pasiod. 

A little beforo eight a Iurgu while house 
on the height beyond Gravelotte caught firs. 
It reamed through tho gloom to be a church. 
Its spire grew into Amies, and a vast black 
cloud of smoku aruue, ountrasting straogeli 
with the white smoke ol battle. Mors end 
moro pioturet-quu grew the whole fie'd as 
evening fell, The movernentu of troopa could 
bo followed now by Hues of Cro that ran 
flickering along the front of a regiment as it 
weutinio action. Tongues of flames pierced 
through and illuminated tho Bnioka out of 
tbe cannons, and the I uses of the shells, aud 
left long trains of fire like tailing stnrs. 
No General likes Banting by night io ordin-. 
ary circumstances, for chanca takes tbo plsce 
of skill, — but the flinking movement of Ihe 
French right had been reaolvod on by day- 
light, und i: v.'na the uoceesity ol moving 
troops to a gieat distance over difficult 
ground which delayed its execution, and 
brought what seemed a renewal of tho battle 
alter tho day was gone. T» leavo the French 
in their position during tho night would have 
been to imperil thu result which tho Prussian 
commander had resolved on,. 

After the batllo, 1 wout back to tbe viU 
lage of Gorzo to pass the night. I tamed at 
tbe Jael point to look upon ibe Gold. It was 



a long stretch of white cloud, with two rows 
of burning buildings at either end. Tbo day 
bad boen beautiful, so far as nature was 
oonoerned, and the stars now looked down 
in apleudor upon a work of agony and death 
such ob no one could ever wish to see again.
